It is the good fortune of the Conservative party in Manchester that 
they have excellent frontispieces. When Mr. Hornby Birley, or Mr. Mc.Clure, 
or Mr. Rose comes on to a platform at a public meeting, everyone must 
feel that a monarchy and thirty-nine articles (forming an altogether 
honester Forty than Ali Baba’s) are adverse to pigmies. With Mr. Birley 
or Mr. Mc.Clure we have no concern in this paper, though we should be 
happy for a commission (including guarantee) to Silhouette those gentle- 
men, if requested to do so by an influential body of Conservatives; and if 
it be all the same to them we should like the requisition to date from the 
Pomona Gardens, the bowery alcoves of which, with their little round 
tables, were for us in former days replete with interest. 

We neb our pen to-day for a more congenial purpose, viz., to celebrate 
the accession to a chief place in this community of a very popular and 
acceptable and well. known public man, whose influence is growing and 
must continue to grow—not only in the political but in the general public 
life of the city of Manchester—as long as Mr. Rose feels inclined to do 
public work amongst us. Even now we doubt if the party to which Mr. 
Rose belongs contains, in this vicinity at least, a more trusted leader — 
one more likely to keep them out of scrapes or to give them good counsel 
instead of long speeches, or to raise the wind for them when Eolus is 
becoming sluggish, and won’t readily get up. The native sagacity of Mr. 
Rose must be valuable for any cause, simply because it is there, and has 
not, when wanted, to be sent for otherwhere. He does not wobble in his 
decisions, thongh he never blurts them out too early, but generally arrives 

like the Prussians at Waterloo—later in the afternoon. A natural 
reluctance to give pain or annoyance to his fellow-workers renders it very 
easy for an onlooker to consider Mr. Rose far more compliant than he 
really is; he will receive a proposition with suave politeness which he may 
actually consider “all rot sir, rot,” and which he will treat as such by quick- 
limein due season. He never gets into rows on public questions, as that would 
be undignified; but there is often a blazing volcano down in his mental 
crater all the time, wherein abundant lava is melting. He has short 
rontes of his own towards the comprehension of leading concerns, whether 
they be commercial, municipal, or political ; and whilst other men are 
stoping or creeping, or otherwise trying to get at ‘‘ th’ fur end,” you 
will meet Tom Rose coming back, with an easy saunter, very much like 
Sir Charles Coldstream, asserting that “there’s nothing init.” This 
may not always be quite true, but the solution saves time, and perhaps 
the plodders and theorists may fare no better in their conclusions. Yet 
with all his ample physical proportions, and his-independent judgment, 
Mr. Rose is a somewhat shy and diffident man, and in no sense an aggres- 
tive one. 

‘‘ Unskilful he to fawn or seek for power.” 

Even in his speaking he never commits trespasses, though the little he 

says is fluent and well delivered, and always ad rem. Very sensitive him- 





self, he carefully eschews all observations that may appear to bear with 
undue severity upon others. We think Mr. Rose might do more iu 
the speaking line than he does, especially for his own political side. This 
is quite disinterested and impartial testimony, from a rather radical 
quarter. 

To his municipal functions proper, Mr. Rose brings an experience of 
Manchester and its concerns second to none in the City Council; and 
from the outset it was found that if he cared to serve on any committeo 
he could not be an inappropriate member. When he was first proposed 
for St. Ann’s Ward, the proposal was felt to be so germane that every ono 
consented to the nomination—why—of course—just the man—‘ so mote 
itbe!” ‘the ratepayers felt that it was, in any case, a comfortable filling 
up of the vacancy; they had not to inquire about Mr. Rose, because every 
one knew him, and he knew everybody; and no bowing and seraping 
introductions had to be gone through. So mote it be. 

In so confirmed an Englishman Mr. Rose has been supposed to have an 
alien outline of feature. That, at all events, was the opinion of some 
Zouaves who were on guard at the Palace de I’ Industrie in the Champ 
Elysees some years ago, and who presented arms to Mr. Rose as he 
entered the building, under the impression that it was Napoleon (Jerome), 
better known as Plon Plon, whom they were saluting. Those who know 
the two men will easily understand the mistake. The resemblance in 
figure and carriage, and even in feature, is sufficiently remarkable ; though 
we never heard that the late Mr, William Rose spent much of his time in 
France. 

The genial frankness and bonhomie of Mr. Rose in private life, mako 
his social engagements almost oppressive in their recurrence, When Tom 
Rose is at the prow, pleasure is supposed to be at the helm, and you are 
not forbidden to talk to the man at the wheel on pain of shivering your 
timbers, or being called a lubber. The worthy Councillor is indeed a very 
careless sailor in social life, and indulges in no water-tight compartments. 
In his company, and especially at his own house or at his clubs—of which 
in Manchester and London he has plenty—it is not necessary that you 
should keep your powder dry—rather the reyerse—because your host does 
nft want you to go off. 

The typical slothfulness of a stationary decanter is intolerable to Mr. 
Rose, and to guard against revolting incidents of the kind, the sad fate of 
the gentleman at Chowbent is quoted, who was, for a very sufficient 
reason, hanged by the neck. Impartially in respect of bottle stoppers, 
Mr. Rose has been heard, when undressing himself, to say ‘ Confound 
their politics, frustrate their knavish tricks, so mote it be.” ‘* He has no 
cares nor wedded wife ’’— otherwise such violent language the last thing 
at night would be out of place; for in intercourse with the ladies one 
should always have one’s conversation well in hand, Here endeth this 
lesson.

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FREEDOM OF SPEECH AT BARNSLEY. 


oR VERY sensible letter under this heading appears in the Barnsley 
( Chronicle of last Saturday, over the signature of Mr. Fred. H. Hart, 
who dates from the Dodworth Road of that metropolis of coal and 

mutton-chops. It appears that Mr. Hart, like a staunch Liberal, had 
arranged with Mr. Bradlaugh to lecture in Barnsley on ‘‘ The Tory Policy 
of 1874 to 1879, and its ruinous effects upon the nation,’ and made the 
usual application to the Public Hall Company for the use of the hall on 
the occasion. You may ask for a certain starch and see that yon get it, 
but it does not follow that this rule applies to a place of assembly, as 
Mr. Hart finds to his annoyance. In answer to his inquiry, some pergon 
who rejoices in the name of De Mirimonde, informs him that the Directors 
cannot entertain his application on behalf of Mr. Bradlaugh. Mr. Hart 
is naturally indignant. We don’t know him, but he is evidently not the 
man to stand any humbug when principles are at stake. He says :— 

“‘T can only conelude that the directors were afraid of residents in and 
around Barnsley hearing the Government policy dealt with by a pro- 
nounced Radical; and I am told that the Board of Directors are mainly 
composed of Liberals! I can readily believe it, for Conservatives are, 
generally speaking, more traly liberal towards their opponents than the 
so-called Liberals are to those who do not think exactly with them. A 
few weeks agoI heard Mr, Alderman Brady pleading for freedom of 
speech and equality before the law; what glorious ideas of freedom of 
speech has Mr. Brady, the very first opportunity he has of preventing a 
gentleman speaking, whose opinions are not exactly like his own, he uses 
it! And this is the sort of Liberalism that is to successfully rout the 
Conservatives at the coming General Election. A Liberalism, forsooth, 
that gets all the help it can at the hands of the Radical party and in 
return attempts to crush it. I think Alderman Brady and his fellow 
directors can hardly be aware that Mr. Bradlaugh did more than any 
other man in England to stem the Jingoism that would have plunged this 
country into a fearful war with Russia. The Bishop of Manchester, 
Rev. Hugh Stowell Brown, and Mr. H. Richards, M.P., have borne un- 
asked testimony to the efforts of Mr. Bradlaugh in favour of peace. The 
Free Trade Hall, Manchester, is always granted to Mr. Bradlaugh wherein 
to lecture, and the same may be said of many other large towns in England 
and Scotland. A short time ago, the Liberals of Oldham invited 
him to lecture on their behalf, and the Town Hall of that town was 
crowded. Do the directors of the mis-called Public Hall imagine that 
they can prevent the spreading of Radicalism? If so, they are mistaken. 
Whether they like it or not, whether they will or no, the Radicalism of 
men like Mr. Bradlaugh is coming rapidly to the fore. It is ventilated in 
Parliament by Sir Charles Dilke, Mr. Chamberlain, and many others, and 
as a consequence the Whiggism of the country is dying; and I would warn 
owners of musenms that unless they speedily procure a genuine Whig, 
embalm him, and place him in a glass case, they will find it impossible to 
find one. Iam afraid I have encroached too much upon your space, but 
I ask you, as an act of justice, to insert this letter to enable those who 
expected to hear Mr. Bradlaugh to know the reason why they are pre- 
vented. I do trust that the shareholders and directors of the Public Hall 
will soon acknowledge that attempts like this to curb criticism of the 
present Government is a weak and contemptuous policy.” 

In this hope wo heartily join Mr. Hart. And the Barnsley people are 
actnally agitating fora member, Oh dear! Let them go to school and 
learn political knowledge.

AN EXTRAORDINARY RUNNER. 


AD 
( HE pedestrian foats of the present day are, the Boston Journal says, 
cast into the shade by the recorded exploits of Ernst Mensen, s 
Norwegian sailor in the English navy, early in the present century, 
Mensen first attracted attention by running from London to Portsmouth 
in nine hours, and soon after he ran from London to Liverpool in 32 
hours. Having distinguished himself at the battle of Navarino, in 1827, 
he left the navy and became a professional runner. After winning s 
number of matches he undertook the feat of running from Paris to Moscow. 
Starting from the Place Vend6me at four o’clock in the afternoon of June 
11, 1831, he entered the Kremlin at 10 o'clock a.m, on June 25, having 
accomplished the distance of 1,760 miles in 13 days and18 hours. The 
employment of Mensen as a courier-extraordinary soon became a popular 
amusement in European Courts. He ran from country to country, bearing 
messages of congratulation, condolence, or dispatches, and always beat 
mounted couriers when matched against them. He never walked, butinvaria- 
bly ran, his only refreshment being one biscuit and an ounce of raspberry 
syrup per day, and two short rests of 10 or 15 minutes cach in 24honrsa, These 
rests he took standing; aud, leaning against a tree or other support, at 
such times he covered his face with a hankerchief and slept. After the 
nap he pursued his way as much refreshed as though he had slept for 
hours. In 1836, while in the employ of the East India Company, Mensen 
was charged with the conveying of despatches from Calcutta to Constan- 
tinople through Central Asia. The distance is 5,615 miles, which the 
messenger accomplished in 59 days, or in one-third of the time made by 
the swiftest caravan, At last he was employed to discover the source of 
the Nile. Setting out from Silesia on May 11, 1843, he ran to Jerusalem, 
and thence to Cairo and up the western bank of the river into Upper 
Egypt. Here, just outside the village of Syang, he was seen to stop and 
rest, leaning against a palm tree, his face covered with a handkerchief. 
He rested so long that some persons tried to wake him; but they tried in 
vain, for he was dead. He was buried at the foot of the tree, and it was 
yeurs before his friends in Europe knew what fate had befallen him. 
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THE LATEST SPIRITUALIST STORY. 


if CERTAIN Countess Blavatsky has, it appears, been doing some 
marvellous feats in India asa spiritualist medium. The Indian 

GS olice were disposed at first to look upon her and her companions of 
a so-called Theosophical party as a number of Russian spies ; but if the 
trick which she has contrived to play with a glove does not convince them 
that the Countess herself is at any rate a far more extraordinary person 
than any spy, they must be very sceptical people. The story itself, like 
other wonders in the same scientific field, reads almost like a hoax; but 
a sober letter from a ‘‘ Barrister, son of a well-known Liberal M.P.,” in 
the Standard shows that to him at least the affair is serious enough. 
According to the Indian papers, the Countess brought with her from England 
a pair of gloves. On the 17th of February algo a pair of gloves was seen 
by Colonel Oleott in Bombay. About this there is no question, and the 
Countess informed the Colonel that she had been requested by “ an English 
barrister, president of the British Theosophical Society and son of a 
Liberal M.P. whose name is well known throughout India ’’—the gentle- 
man who writes to the Standard, in short—to send him one of these 
gloves immediately on her aarival, in order to improve his father’s eye- 
sight. The scene changes to London. On the same day the barrister 
found a telegram at his chambers in the Temple from a lady medium in 
London, saying that her ‘‘spirit”’ had received a message from Mdme. 
Blavatsky in Bombay. Needless to say that this ‘‘ message” was the 
glove sent off from Bombay that very day, with ‘the well-known signature 
on the inside of the kid and the less known and less decipherable symbols 
above it.’’ It was received by the gentleman full in the face in a darkened 
room, and he now gives evidence that he is quite satisfied that the trans- 
mission of the glove was effected by the Countess Blavatsky in Bombay 
and the less powerful medium in London between them. Earnest seekers 
after truth in Bombay have begged the Countess Blavatsky to send home 
their overland trunks by the same route, offering any reasonable price for 
the accommodation. So far, however, she has accepted no contract ; 
though we believe this is only a question of terms—at least, that seems 
to be the opinion of the Indian papers.

TREES AND OPEN SPACES IN MANCHESTER. 


" HE friends of the social amelioration of the people could not experience 

a greater pleasure than that to be obtained by a visit to Ardwick 
Green on any of the evenings now passing. After nearly twenty 
years of care and good gardening, the condition of this little park is in the 
highest degree satisfactory. And what a boon to the dense population in 
its neighbourhood. Shut out from observation by the casual passer by, 
the tired worker can sit and smoke his pipe in comfort, whilst the children 
who are too young to undertake a long journey to our larger parks on the 
outskirts of the town, here romp and play with unmixed pleasure. The 
Corporation have just now the most favourable opportunity for multiplying 
these miniature parks at the slightest possible expense. Probably at no 
time this last twenty years has such an array of fortuitous circumstances 
lent their aid to such a desirable consummation, Labour is cheap, 
property low in value, money obtainable at the lowest interest, and vacant 
plots of land awaiting the pick and spade to transform our dreary waste 
places into the likeness of the circuses and squares which so adorn London. 
The idea, once prevalent, that we cannot cultivate both trees and tall 
shrubs in large towns, is thoroughly exploded, and both the sanitary and 
the social reformer will now have no hostile or contemptuous critics to 
thwart them in their efforts to bring about the formation of pleasure 
grounds throughout the densely populated districts of the city 
and outlying townships. Greatly to his honour, Mr. Herbert Birley 
tried some years ago to procure the utilisation of the vacant spaces 
for playgrounds for children, and whilst this desirable measure could still 
occupy the attention of the Corporation officials, who ought to be set to 
work in this matter, if the vacant lands now accessible near the end of 
Every Street, Ancoats, near Woodward Street, New Islington, near the 
Central Station, Deansgate, and near the Brewery, Lower Moss Lane, for 
the purpose of making more or less complete representatives of our Ardwick 
Green, be purchased, still smaller places could be obtained in which children 
might play and be out of danger from passing vehicles. Of this description 
are the disused burial grounds of Livesey and Every Streets ; and in Salford 
Coward’s Chapel (where old Mr. Brotherton preached), and probably some 
other places which do not now occur to us. The most fastidious citizen 
could have no solid objection to afew seats for children to rest upon when 
tired, being placed on the graves in which, possibly, their ancestors sleep 
their last sleep. The gain to the people would be considerable in several 
respects. Children would not then congregate in streets as now, 
and, therefore, many street accidents would be avoided. Wher- 
ever the small park was made, the gain would be much greater 
sill. Both the ‘“‘anciont of days” and the young would take great 
pleasure in visiting these places after the labours of the day were ended, 
and thus, in the case of adults, other powerful rivals to the dram shop 
Would at once take their places among the institutions of our city. The 
celebrated ‘‘ spreading chestnut tree” could be cultivated to any extent in 
our city, and the refreshment arising from the sight of its mere presence 
would be a distinct gain to the people, not to speak of the embellishment 
of the city by their presence. Sterner and more severe as becomes the 
battle of life, the more pressing becomes the need of such lights and 
cheerfulness as may be had from trees. But, indeed, we need not argue the 
general principle, since thousands of public- houses and beerhouses derive 
their chief attraction from bowling greens, tennis courts, and skittle 
alleys, The question is, rather—Can we get the desirable places cheap 
enough? and to that a most decided answer may be given in the affirmative. 
Doubtless, the owners would attempt to put up the price so soon as they 





learn the corporate authority is in the field for their purchase ; but as 
answer to all these objections it may safely be assumed, that all the 
places that have been named now stand in the relation of ordinary useless 
property, and, therefore, any income arising from their use by children 
would be a good bargain to their owners; and as a set-off to extortionate 
charges we may cite the fact of their actual uselessness as matters now 
stand, and their ordinarily unsaleable character. It is much to be desired 
that the Parks Committee should take the matter up at once, and attempt 
to utilise these waste places whilst the opportunity presents itself.

Liberals, before they commenced 
to make two parties on the political board instead of one, needed not 
these local clubs to ensure a triumphant victory over their opponents, In 
the days when they carried the standard of peace, retrenchment, and 
reform, without those technical differences which broke up the party and 
let in their foes for a season, one central organisation was sufficient to 
carry out their workings; but their opponents were then doing the very 
thing which attained the end they sought, and which, then, was looked 
upon as an end almost impossible to achieve. They were perfecting that 
organisation by means of local clubs and committees, which is even now 
so far superior to the Liberal organisation that it holds its own even in 
the face of the immense majority against them. But the rise of 
such institutions as the Eccles Liberal Club is chaining such a clog to the 
feet of Toryism, that it will ere long be constrained to bow its dishonoured 
head, and sink to the political earth never to rise again, before the trumpet 
call which heralds that triumphant march which is irresistible, and which 
all the stiff-necked Conservatives in the nation cannot either check or stay. 
The Eccles Liberal Club is a beautifal building, and is singularly well 
adapted to the purpose of its intended work. There is not an inch of 
ground lost in its internal construction ; its convenience is unquestionably 
great. The rooms are spacious and well fitted. The lecture-room, the 
committee and reading rooms, are very fine; and we do not hesitate to 
say that the billiard-room is one of the most magnificent we ever saw. 
There is an extensive gymnasium on the ground floor, and the arrangement 
of lavatories and bathrooms upon every landing leave nothing to be desired 
upon the score of both amusement, utility, and convenience, by the most 
fastidious. We thank the committee of the Eccles Liberal Club, through 
their estimable treasurer, for affording us the opportunity of visiting the 
institution, and wish them all the success they merit, which is saying not 
a little in their favour. 


LOSSES ON AMERICAN COTTON MILLS. 


T a meeting of the directors of the Manchester Chamber of Commerce, 
on Thursday week, the secretary drew attention to the following 
paragraph in the Chicago Daily News of Saturday, June 21, which 

has been forwarded for his perusal :—‘ Here is the manner in which we 
prosper, at a time when it is claimed that we are successfully competing 
with English manufacturers in their own markets: Border City Mills, 
capital $1,000,000, have lost every cent of it; Sagamora Mills have sunk 
$500,000—all its capital, $200,000 were put in—that is also lost; Union 
Mill, with nominal capital of $170,000, but property worth $800,000, has 
lost everything ; Tecumsch Mill, with a capital of $500,000, lost $400,000 ; 
Robson Mill, with a capital of $260,000, lost $156,000; and Fall River 
Print Works, capital $100,000, all lost. The actual loss in all the above 
mills is $4,506,000. Of this, the proprietors of Fall River (Mass.) lose 
$4,000,000. It is by making such losses as these that the cotton manu- 
facturers of the United States are competing with those of the rest of the 
world. In other words, we are furnishing manufactured cotton abroad 
almost for nothing, and agreeing to find ourselves at the same time. If 
there is any money in this sort of business we fail to see it.”

and philanthropists. Of the mysteries of love in its nobler and more 
beautiful forms he has no knowledge, and he does not pretend to possess any. 
Women, as a class, he regards with a magnificent contempt, and he seems 
to hold that they are unworthy of any consideration at all, except when 
they happen to be beautiful of person and fascinating and graceful in 
manner. Though he is so anxious to charm those who please his eye, he 
never wearies of railing at the sex collectively, and of indicating that they 
are all as bad at heart as he is himself, even though they may havo indi- 
cated no disposition to do wrong in any way. Yet the silly—and generally 
giddy—creatures whom he works somuch mischief amongst will not be 
warned against him, but in many instances prefer his attentions to those 
of individuals who, if less meretriciously attractive than he, frequently 
possess a great deal more brain power as well as feeling and conscience 
than has fallen to his share, 

The handsome scamp endeavours to do nearly everything gracefully. 
Even when not dealing with women he is elegant according to her ideas of 
elegance. He may be insolent towards servants, but his insolence will bo 
kept in countenance by his prodigality. He may be a sharper at cards 
and at billiards—he generally is if he gets the chance of being one—but 
he will swindle those who are so foolish as to play with him with grace 
and just as if he were conferring a fayour upon them. He may diddle his 
tradesmen, but he invariably assumes towards those unhappy beings an 
air which would become the most magnificent creature in existence. He 
may drink too much, but he will only take his liquor in a gentlemanly 
manner. The one thing in which he is not elegant is his conversation. 
Indeed, his talk reveals that if he has a brilliant exterior, he has a foul 
interior. His discourse is invariably more or less, principally the former, 
on subjects which it is not customary for refined and virtue-loving people 
to deal with at all; his pet stories are such as it would not be possible to 
print, seeing that there is in existence a society for the repression of vice ; 
and he indicates that he is acquainted with terms of speech which a 
“ corner man” would, in his better moments, be chary about using. His 
tongue, however, indicates the bent of his mind, and it therefore does 
some service, at the same time that it offends many persons who do not 
pretend to be particularly squeamish. His desires aro further indicated 
by the company which he keeps and the haunts which he frequents. Hoe 
may be found in fast theatres, in fast music-halls of the better class, and in 
other places in which women who are ‘not supposed to be straight-laced 
mostly congregate. He does not care for Puritanical circles, the members 
of which are much too prone for his liking to appraise him at his right 
value. Somehow or other, it is where the social atmosphere is vitiated, 
and where the women have more or less inhaled the moral poison which 
has been floating about, that he is most at home and appears to most 
advantage ; in other words, is enabled to do most mischief. This, so far 
as it goes, is satisfactory. Still, it is to be regretted that he is tolerated, 
and occasionally allowed to work wrong, in places of which his mero 
presence is a pollution. Why is he not banished from these to the realms 
of refined blackguardism and debauchery? As we have indicated, it is 
not generally a difficult matter to distinguish him, When he is 
distinguished it ought not to be hard for honest men and women to make 
up their minds to treat him as he deserves to be treated.
